grew near the track, and was instantly killed. When 
the first of the hundreds of horrified spectators reached 
the youth's side he gasped twice and knew no more.

The first to arrive 
saw him gasp twice for breath then 
lie sank back to the ground all 
cstigae of life having flown. 
He was picked up by tender hands 


and carried to his /home near the 
scene of the accident where the body 
was prepared for burial.
